Intended to operate in water 
over 100 feet deep and to drill
to depth exceeding 25.000 feet,
it can drill as many as six
holes from a single location. 
The platform is of a tripod de-

fpot legs which can be raised
above the hull when the plat­
form is towed to a new loca­
tion.

TO MERGE WITH ARMCO

R. L. Gray, p resident of
Armco Steel Corp., and A. W.
McK i n n e y, president, of The 
N a ^i o n a 1 Supply Co. an­
nounced today that a joint
plan and agreement of merger 
between Armco and National
Supply has been executed. The
proposed in c r g e r of Nationa 
Supply into Armco will be sub­
mitted to stockholders of both
companies at meetings to be
held April 10 and 17, respec­
tively.

The plan provides for the
transfer of National Supply's
assets to a new subsidiary
prior to the merger, after 
which the business of Nationa
Supply will be conducted In
that name with substantially
th*' same personnel.

Efficiency Cifed 
By AIM Audit
»North American Aviation,

Inc., has been cited by the
American Institute of Manage­
ment for "production effi­
ciency" and for being "the
best managed manufacturer of
military aircraft" in a manage- 1 
ment audit which the AIM pre- 1
pares for its 15,000 supporting 1 
members. 1 

The citation stated that 1 
"North American Aviation, 1 
Inc., while owned by typical 1 
American investors, 'is almost 1 
as much in the service of the 1
American people as a segment 1 
of the armed forces,' and 1 
pointed out that 'the company 1 
rated extremely high (8825 of 1 
a possible 10,000) in produc- 1
tion efficiency perhaps be- 1 
cause, or in spite of the fact 1
that it has produced more air- 1 
planes than any other company 1 
in the world'." 1

Production efficiency, the 1
report said, more than any- 1
thing else helped North Ameri- 1 
can attain the accolade of 1
"best managed manufacturer 1
of military aircraft." The AIM 1
survey further pointed out I that: 1

"A major reason for this 1 
efficiency is a form of pro- 1 
duction breakdown, pioneered 1
by North American and now 1
used by others in the industry, 1 
which enables the complex and 1 
ever-changing military planes H
o reach as much as possible 1 
he streamlined production as- 1 

sociated with Detroit's auto as- I 
embly lines. M

"This was accomplished de- 1
pite the fact that minor modi- 1 
ications take place in design 1

every 25 to 50 aircraft and are j| 
carried forward even as far as  
advanced fighter fields to keep 1
aircraft as up-to-date as pos- 1 
ible. I
